HAVE ACCREDITED 
CATTLE RATING 


SACRAMENTO — With 90 federal 
and state veterinarians at work test- 
ing California cattle for tuberculosis, 
officials of the Divisién of Animal In- 
dustry, State Department of Agricul- 
ture, today exuressed the hope that all 
dairy cattle in the State will have 
been tuberculin tested at least once 
and most of the counties designated 
modified accredited bovine tuberculosis 
free areas by the close of 1938. 

At present, but two states remain in 
whith all counties have not been ac- 
credited by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. In one of those states, 
South Dakota, work is progressing rap- 
. idly, and it is believed that federal rec- 
ognition will be extended soon. Califor- 
nia will then be the only state without 
an official accreditation to show that 
less than one-half of one per cent of 
its dairy cattle are diseased. 

Thirty-six California counties have 
been accredited, State Division of An- 
ima] Industry Chief, Dr. C. U. Duck- 
worth, said. Nine of those counties 
were given the coveted rating prior to 
1937.

THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS
